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WE   NOMINATE 


the  six  members  of  the  Princeton  Borough  Housing 
Authority — Chairman  David  S.  Lloyd  Jr.,  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer Edmund  S.  DeLong,  Harry  A.  Farr 
2d,  Harry  W.  Hazard.  Jphn  W.  Johnson.  Joseph  J. 
Redding — who  belong  in  the  spotlight  this  week  as 
the  Borough  breaks  ground  in  the  Witherspoon- 
Clay-John  Streets'  area  for  its  excellently  planned 
50-family  housing  development.  Next  Wednesday 
morning's  ceremonies,  scheduled  for  11:00  with 
scads  of  "visiting  brass"  in  attendance,  will  not  only 
culminate  some  three  years  of  the  hardest  kind  of 
work  on  the  part  of  the  Authority  but  will  also  re- 
affirm all  that  can  be  accomplished  bj»a  group  of 
devoted  citizen-volunteers. 

The  Housing  Authority,  created  in  1939  and  di- 
rected throughout  its  existence  by  (he  energetic  59- 
year  old  Lloyd,  has  "grown"  much  like  Topsy.  It 
was  brought  into  existence  for  the  express  purpose 
of  administering  the  10-unit  Franklin  Terrace 
project  that  was  built  across  from  Princeton  Hos- 
pital by  Gerard  B.  Lambert.  Shortly  after  World 
War  II,  the  Authority  shouldered  its  first  added 
burden  and  took  over  the  17  state-financed  vet- 
erans' homes  on  Ewing  and  Alexander  Streets. 

As  the  housing  shortage  grew  even  more  acute, 
with  applications  for  living-space  mounting  into 
the  hundreds,  the  need  for  a  permanent  low-cost 
development  became  increasingly  apparent.  Again 
the  Housing  Authority  was  asked  to  widen  the

scope  of  its  functions  and  to  assume  the  responsi- 
bilities of  full-time  housing  commissioners.  The 
convincing  results  oi  the  Authority's  efforts  are  the 

new  $600,000  John  F.  Hageman  Homes,  honoring 
an  eminent  Princeton  chronicler  of  the  late  19th 
century  and,  more  important,  eliminating  one  of 
the  community's  "blighted  ureas" 

While  only  Lloyd  and  DeLong  (the  latter  was 
appointed  to  the  Authority  after  he  had  completed 
a  series  of  housing  surveys  for  the  now  defunct 
"New  York  Sun")  have  seen  matters  through  from 
beginning  to  climax,  the  Authority's  membership 
is  certainly  representative  of  present-day  Prince- 
ton. Farr  and  Redding,  like  Lloyd,  are  Princeton 
business  leaders,  with  distinguished  records  in  the 
Borough's  service.  Where  DeLong  is  the  Univer- 
sity's Director  of  Public  Relations,  Hazard,  33  years 
old,  is  a  "coming"  geographer-historian  of  the  Near 
East.  The  42-year  old  Johnson,  an  alumnus  of  Wil- 
berforce  University,  is  the  popular  pastorof  Prince- 
ton's growing  Mt.  Pisgah  A.M.E.  Church. 

For  quietly  bringing  about  one  of  the  major 
face-lifting  operations  in  Princeton's  modern  his- 
tory; for  refusing  to  countenance  either  politics,  or 
"politicking",  in  any  phase  of  the  Housing  Author- 
ity's affairs;  for  singling  out  their  valued  aides,

Foi  our  taste,  the  most  striking 
dress  In  Joan's  collection  is  one 
that's  fairly  sophisticated,  by  Lanz 
standards.

This  was  particularly  so  in  the

Gov- 
ernor Adlai  Stevenson  of  Illinois, 
who  has  no1  yet  declared  himself 
a  candidalr  despite  prominent  men- 
eo  !■■. ed  only  three  pei cenl 
of  both  Democratic  and  Independ- 
enl  votes  before  President  Truman 
■withdrew.
